MUSHROOM CITIES. 
T he Lot» L ocated by th e ü . S. Officer» to 
be Ju m p ed , 
K ansas C ity, April 24th.—The Journals 
Oklahoma City special says: Oklahoma 
City, like Guthrie, was built in a day, or, 
properly speaking, was claimed iii an 
hour, excepting that portion which was 
captured before time by those appointed to 
go down and execute the law. The Dep­ 
uty United States Marshals laid out the 
town on Sunday night and Monday morn­ 
ing. They covered the supposed choice 
sites with tents. When the train from the 
south arrived about 1 o’clock, the later 
comers were struck with amazement. 
They did not repeat the wild rush at 
Guthrie, but they mechanically walked 
over to the town site, took what the Gov­ 
ernment officials had kindly left, and 
went on out two miles staking out town 
lots. The water at Oklahoma is plenty 
and there is not the same suffering as at 
Guthrie, and in fact there is a lack of dirt 
and dust. As at Guthrie the days are hot 
and the nights are cold and food is hard to 
obtain. The new comers at Guthrie are 
peaceably inclined, but thevmay yet show 
their indignation over the ’ action of 
the Government officials. There is now 
an organized crowd which to-morrow will 
m a s q u a tte r upon th e lo t 
Of every man who antedates 12 o’clock 
noon on the 22d. They have been at work 
securing the names of those people and 
have now the exact locations. In the fore­ 
noon 100 lots, all choice ones, will be 
jumped at one time, while the jumpers will 
be backed by 200 armed men. If peace­ 
able possession is given—being overpowered 
by numbers—there will be no trouble. 
Should resistance be made, then force will 
be used to eject from the property those 
men and their property be thrown from 
their lots. Be it understood, Guthrie is a 
city of nearly 6,000 people, with no streets. 
The outlaying claimants have been cross­ 
ing near the center of the town and have 
been staking out and improving their 
claims in the so-called streets and allevs. 
Now that freight can be obtained, building 
in both cities is going on rapidly. Work 
has already commenced at breaking the 
sod, and the conditions at this time being 
favorable, there will be enough vegetables 
raised for home consumption. 


OLD BOOM ERS. 
T h eir C laim s C ontested l.y th e New- 
Com er». 
G u th rie (I. T.), April 24th.—As illustrat­ 
ing the ingratitude ot the Republic, it may 
be mentioned that contests are already 
tiled against the claim of Captain Couch, 
an old boom leader, on the curious ground 
that he disqualified himself from maintain­ 
ing an entry by entering the Territory 
years ago on a boomer expedition. General 
James B. Weaver, of Iowa, one of the most 
prominent advocates of the opening of 
Oklahoma in Congress, has also had his 
claim contested, and has been accused of 
attempting to take people by the throat. 
Old-time boomer leaders do not fare well. 
Any number of Payne's men can be found 
now lying around Purcell who have been 
outridden and outrun by men who have 
taken the fruit of their years of sacrifice. 
Most of them take it" philosopictilly, but 
it means blood, and a murdered boy of 10 
years, who was shot when fouud in pos­ 
session of one of these claims, owes his 
death to that injustice, whether he was 
partly responsible tor it or not. The man 
who killed him had worked it for bis own 
for years past. It is broadly hinted at Pur­ 
cell that the old colonists there could 
point out the murderer, but instead of do­ 
ing so they assisted him to escape into 
Texas. 
Twenty claims have been deserted in one 
neighborhood, and last night in the depot 
at Oklahoma City a broken homesteader 
offtred to sell his claim for $25. The con­ 
test and excitement over townsites contin­ 
ues and much trouble is promised for the 
future. 
TOW N LOTS. 
O ne D isgusted B oom er Ha» L aid C laim 
to AH of G uthrie. 
K a n sa s C ity , April 24th.—A Globe spe­ 
cial from Guthrie says: Confusion still 
reigns and grows in dimensions. The 
trouble is all about lots. There are six or 
seven claimants for every lot. The pres­ 
ent toinsite of Guthrie contains 1,923 
acres by survey. Every lot is taken and 
tune is a bitter feeling existing against the 
300 United States Marshals who were here 
and had claims staked off before 10 o’clock, 
ihen abandoned their offices. Unless this 
feeling abates, trouble will rpsult. 
Under official guise they got into the 
country and staked off the claims before 
noon. Boomers in the brush saw this, and 
came from their hiding-places aud did the 
same. The Marshals could do nothing be­ 
cause they had violated the proclamation, 
so the busbmen and they stand in to­ 
gether. A majority are against them. One 
man, finding tie could get no lot, filed a 
claim to the whole town site of Guthrie, 
and will contest the matter in the Courts. 


W H IT E AND BLACK. 
A R ace O uesllon to be S ettled In the 
Houth. 
C h a rle sto n (S. C.), April 24th —Bishop 
John H. Newman, of Omaha, has written 
an open letter on the Southern question to 
the News and Courier. Referring to his 
speech ut the Virginia Conference, he says: 
“ You have a race question to settle as to 
whites and blacks; we have a race ques­ 
tion to settle as to American born and 
foreign born. With you it is a question with 
your own people; with us, it is the North 
against all Europe. You have an easier 
task. The South have not been overrun 
by foreigners indiflerent to our institu­ 
tions. This is what I meant by ‘The 
purest American blood was to be found in 
the South,’ and that because of this it 
might be’.he South would have to march 
forth in the defense of our dearest institu­ 
tions. 
“ I have been saying this in the North 
for the past twenty years on many public 
occasions. It was joy to me that'l found 
young men in Florida, the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Virginia loyal to a union of 
produce. I suggested to the Administra­ 
tion to put men in office in the South of 
high repule, who will promote the South­ 
ern prosperity, intelligence and religion.” 
It is rum bredthat Harrison is about to 
carry out this plan, regardless of the paity 
lines in the South. 
TH E DEADLY CIGARETTE. 
It Ruins M ore Youth* Than Opium, 
Cause» More D eaths Than Rum. 
New Y ork, April 24th.—Cigarette smok­ 
ing and jealousy of her brother-in-law have 
driven prelly Mrs. Ludwig Jacowsky crazy. 
She, with her husband and his brother, 
lived together in Essex street. The couple 
are devotedly attached. She has been of 
great assistance to him in his occupation ai 
shoemaker, working on the bench beside 
him, their joint earniDgs averaging $25 a 
week. She has been a cigarette smoker 
since she was 10 years old, smoking inces­ 
santly while at work. 
t >n Monday evening the three chatted in 
their little kitchen until 9 o’clock, when 
she left the room, as the brothers supposed, 
to go to bed. The brother-in-law proposed 
a moonlight walk, which the pair discussed 
for a few minutes, when, without warning, 
the little woman rushed into the kitcben, 
and seizing a shank of hatu from the table, 
began to beat her brother-in-law over the 
head with it. The blows were accompanied 
by a torrent of abuse, and he made his 
escape as best he could.

Therefore, the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee of the House, with which 1 had an 
informal understanding, concluded to let 
the matter rest. There was nothing said 
about the purchase price in my resolution, 
which recited briefly the need for opening 
up relations with Mexico, looking to the 
acquisition of Lower California' by the 
United States on terms that would be rea­ 
sonable and honorable, and mutually ad­ 
vantageous to the people of the two Ameri­ 
can republics.” 
In a subsequent conversation with the 
reporter, Mr. Yandever said: “ I merely 
expressed the opinion that we could afford 
to pay $20,000,000 for the peninsula. I 
don't consider that the chief value of 
peninsula is its mineral resources. The 
simple truth is that we don’t want any 
such contiguous territory, close as it is to 
the important city of San Diego, to be in 
possession of a foreign power.”

BOULANGER IN B R ITA IN . 
Hi» P resence in B russels B eing O bnox­ 
ious, lie Crosses tlie C hannel. 
Brussels, April 24th.—Boulanger. Count 
Dillon and six other Boulangists left here 
for England yesterday. They’ appeared 
gloomy and dejected. No crowd witnessed 
the departure, nor was there at y cheering 
or enthusiasm. The party sailed trorn Os- 
tend under similar conditions. 
LOST HIS CHEERFULNESS. 
It was noticed several davs before his 
forced departure that Boulanger had lost 
his cheerful air and ostentatious bravado. 
He seemed very much dejected and is said 
to be greatly worried over the attitude of 
the Government, which makes him an 
exile from his native land. There is con­ 
siderable curiosity here regartling the re­ 
ception that will be acoorded him in Eng­ 
land. 
BOULANGER WAS SEASICK. 
I/Ondon. April 24th.—Boulanger and his 
party arrived at Dover this morning. A 
large number of friends received him with 
cheers. 
The passage from Oslecd was 
rough, and the General suffered from 
seasickness. The police commissary from 
Calais watched the partv on behalf of the 
French Government. The General and his 
friends at once proceeded to London. 
h o o t e p a n d c h e e r e d . 
London. April 24th.—A crowd of several 
hundred persons, mostly French, awaited 
in Charing Cross railway station the arrival 
of the train on which Boulanger traveled 
from Dover. When the General emerged 
from the train he was heartily cheered. 
There was a mixed crowd outside of the 
station, which alternately hooled and 
cheered him. Although it was announced 
that Rochefort would remain in Brussels, 
he accompanied Boulanger and Count 
Dillon to London. 
Boulanger took up his quarters at the 
Hotel Bristol. A large crowd of his ad­ 
mirers gathered in front of the hotel aud 
extended him a cordial welcome. 
B itter Speech A gainst H om e R ute. 
London, April 24th.—Salisbury deli%’- 
ered an address yesterday at Bristol. He 
said the growth of the Primrose League 
was marvelous, lie ridiculed the agitation 
of home rule for Ireland, and said he 
thought Cornwall had as much claim to it. 
The nationality arguments are claptrap, 
which would sacrifice the best interests of 
industry and commerce to mere empty 
sentiment. He said the Unionists were 
confronted with two phalanxes—criminal 
and political. The former will make the 
execution of the law in Ireland impossible. 
WUi Issue a M anifesto. 
L o n d o n , April 2lth.—Boulanger expresses 
himself as grateful for English hospitality, 
and said he would do nothing that might 
tend to emhirrass England’s friendly rela­ 
tions with France. It is announced that 
the General will issue a manifesto imme­ 
diately explaining his intentions.

F ra n k H azlew ood, a y o u th w ho has 
been w orking on a ranch in Y olo county, 
w as b rought to th is 
city by a couple of 
y o u n g m en an d yesterday exam ined, be­ 
fore Ju d g e V an Fleet, by Drs. Sim m ons 
an d S nider on a charge of insanity. 
T he 
exam ination h ad none of th e sad features 
u su a lly atten d in g inquiries of th at kind, 
b u t on th e contrary w as both interesting 
a n d am using. 
T h e young m an alleged to be insane 
proved to be sim ply one w ho was inclined 
to be susceptible to th e charm s of b right 
an d buxom country m aidens, for w ithin a 
w eek after his engagem ent to chop wood 
on th e ran ch o f a Y olo granger h e dis­ 
covered th a t he was in love w ith th e latter's 
p retty daughter. 
T h e discovery did no t 
long rem ain a secret w ith h im , for he 
so u g h t an interview w ith th e voung lady, 
declaring his love for her and desire to 
sh are her am ple fortune, bu t asking a 
m ore favorable opportunity to elaborate on 
th e subject. 
T h is little episode bronght to th e front 
th e handsom e young forem an of th e ranch, 
w h o interview ed th e young lad y ’s father, 
an d the latter catne to th e conclusion th at 
H azlew ood m ust be a little off, and so they 
sent 
him aw ay. 
B ut, like M ary's

of leaving th e vicinity, he m erely took to 
th e brush, and for som e days poured forth 
to th e birds his tale of love'and woe, w hile 
aw aiting a favorable opp o rtu n ity to send to 
h is lady-love a w ritten declara'tion of his 
un dying affection for h er an d —her pros­ 
pective purse. 
T he o p p ortunity finally presented itself 
in the shape of a youth w ho had shared 
w ith H azlew ood th e sam e blan k et on m any 
a pedestrian to u r through th e country. 
A n d he was a friend, indeed, for he eanie 
a ll th e w ay from th e w ilds of A rbuckle, 
Colusa county, to aid his partner, of whose 
troubles he had learned. 
H e found H azle­ 
wood in his brushy lair, and th e latter in ­ 
dicted a m issive for his lady-love, w ho he 
im agined was pin in g for hint in the castle 
of her cruel father, guarded by the h a n d ­ 
som e forem an an d several other h a rd ­ 
hearted natives of th at locality. 
Suncho 
P an z a was not m ore faithful to his m aster, 
Q uixote, th an was this friend to H azlew ood, 
an d :n th e guise o f an innocent stranger in 
those p arts he was allow ed w ith in the 
gates o f th e Y olo castle. 
T he letter was d u ly delivered, and its 
contents m ade know n 
to th e haughty 
g ran g er an d all th e m em bers of his house­ 
h o ld . 
It opened som ething like th is : 
D ear 
: You have w ealth, w hich I have 
not. I love you, am i w ould like to share w ith 
you your w ealth, etc. 
T here are a few lines m ore in th e sam e 
strain, and th e letter was topped off w ith a 
few lines o f poetry th a t h ad probably done 
sim ilar service on m any previous occasions 
of like character. T he result w as th e young 
lad y ’s father ascended his tow er and blew 
a blast upon the ran ch d inner-horn th at 
brought all his h u n g ry m enials into th e 
courtyard at once. 
T he force num bered 
th ree sturdy youths, all told, w ho, arm ed 
w ith clubs, descended upon 
the brush 
w h ere th e love-stricken youth lay h id, and 
after a b rief bu t spirited "struggle m ade him 
prisoner. 
F o r som e reason best know n to 
th e parties interested, th e young m an was 
tak e n in to this county for exam ination on 
a charge of insanity. 
T h e exam ination, as before stated, was a 
farce. 
Tw o young m en appeared against 
H azlew ood (including the handsom e voung 
forem an of the ranch), and they testified th at 
h is conduct h ad been very eccentric. H e had 
fallen in love w ith his em ployer's daugh­ 
ter ; he had upset a m ilk pitcher a t supper 
one e y tn in g ; he had been seen to throw 
h is h at into a pail o f w ater; he had even 
lain dow n on his bed one day to w rite a 
le tte r ; he h ad been seen to pound an oak 
tree w ith an ax —in short, he had done all 
sorts of strange things. 
T hen the accused m ade his statem ent, 
w hich he did in a very clear and concise 
m an n er, seasoned w ith a liberal allow ance 
of sarcasm . 
H e adm itted th a t he had 
fallen in love w ith his em ployer's daughter, 
an d w anted to know if th a t w as an evi­ 
dence of m adness. 
H e had upset a butter- 
plate and turned over a m ilk pitcher.

T he w itnesses were dism issed, and the 
doctors and the Judge, after a brief consulta­ 
tion, told H azlew ood to go his w ay.

w as advised, how ever, to give th e Y olo 
ran ch a w ide berth, and to sm other his 
love for th e w ealthy m aiden of w hom he 
h ad been enam ored, as it w as evident he 
w as n ot th e object of h er affection.

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A YOLO DRAMA. 


WHICH FINALLY WINDS CP IX A 
ROARING FARCE. 


A V o n n g M a n F a lls in L ove w ith a 
Y o u n g L a d y , a n d G e ts E x ­ 
a m in e d fo r In s a n ity . 


F rank Hazlewood, a youth who has 
been working on a ranch in Yolo county, 
w as brought to this city by a couple of 
young men and yesterday examined, be­ 
fore Judge Van Fleet, by Drs. Simmons 
and Snider on a charge of insanity. The 
exam ination had none of the sad features 
usually attending inquiries of that kind, 
but on the contrary was both interesting 
and amusing. 
The young m an alleged to be insane 
proved to be sim ply one who was inclined 
to be susceptible to the charm s of bright 
and buxom country maidens, for w ithin a 
week after his engagement to chop wood 
on the ranch of a Yolo granger he dis­ 
covered that he was in love with the latter's 
pretty daughter. The discovery did not 
long rem ain a secret w ith him , for he 
sought an interview w ith the voung lady, 
declaring his love for her and desire to 
share her am ple fortune, but asking a 
m ore favorable opportunity to elaborate on 
the subject. 
This little episode brought to the front 
the handsom e young foreman of the ranch, 
w ho interviewed the young lady’s father! 
and the latter came to the conclusion that 
Hazlewood m ust be a little off, and so thev 
sent him away. But, like M ary's pet 
lam b, Hazlewood was loth to quit the lo­ 
cality in which lived and breathed the 
object of his heart’s adoration ; so, instead 
of leaving the vicinity, he merely took to 
the brush, and for some days poured forth 
to the birds his tale of love and woe. while 
awaiting a favorable opportunity to send to 
his lady-love a written declaration of his 
undying affection for her and—her pros­ 
pective purse. 
The opportunity finally presented itself 
in the shape of a youth who had shared 
w ith Hazlewood the same blanket on many 
a pedestrian tour through the country. 
A nd he was a friend, indeed, for he came 
all the way from the wilds of Arbuckie, 
Colusa county, to aid liis partner, of whose 
troubles he had learned. H e found Hazie- 
wood in his brushy lair, and the latter in­ 
dicted a missive for his lady-love, who he 
imagined was pining for hint in the castle 
of her cruel father, guarded by the hand­ 
some foreman and several other hard­ 
hearted natives of that locality. Sancho 
Panza was not more faithful to his master, 
Quixote, than was this friend to Hazlewood, 
and in the guise of an innocent stranger in 
those parts he was allowed w ithin the 
gates of the Yolo castle. 
The letter was duly delivered, and its 
contents m ade known 
to the haughty 
granger and all the members of his house­ 
hold. 
It opened som ething like this : 
■Dear 
: You have wealth, which I have 
not. I love you, aDd would like to share with 
you your wealth, etc. 
There are a few lines more in the same 
strain, and the letter was topped off with a 
few lines of poetry that had probably done 
sim ilar service on m any previous occasions 
of like character. The result was the young 
lady’s father ascended his tower and blew 
a blast upon the ranch dinner-horn that 
brought all his hungry menials into the 
courtyard at once. The force numbered 
three sturdy youths, all told, who, armed 
w ith clubs, descended upon 
the brush 
■where the love-stricken youth lay hid, and 
after a brief but spirited struggle made him 
prisoner. For some reason best known to 
the parties interested, the young m an was 
taken into this county for exam ination on 
a charge of insanity. 
T he exam ination, as before stated, was a 
farce. Two young m en appeared against 
Hazlewood (including the handsom e young 
foreman of the ranch), and they testified that 
his conduct had been very eccentric. H e had 
fallen in love with his employer’s daugh­ 
ter ; he had upset a m ilk pitcher at supper 
one e y n in g ; he had been seen to throw 
his hai into a pail of w ater: he had even 
lain down on his bed one day to write a 
le tte r; he had been seen to pound an oak 
tree with an ax—in short, he had done all 
sorts of strange things. 
Then the accused made his statement, 
w hich he did in a very clear and concise 
m anner, seasoned w ith a liberal allowance 
of sarcasm. 
H e adm itted that he bad 
fallen in love witn his employer's daughter, 
and wanted to know if that was an evi­ 
dence of madness. H e had upset a butter - 
plate and turned over a m ilk pitcher. The 
form er had slipped from his grasp, and in 
trying to catch it his arm struck the 
E 
richer. 
He acknowleged having thrown 
is hat into a bucket of water, and he did 
it to stiffen its drooping brim . H e laid on 
his bed to write a letter, because he was 
tired, and he pounded the oak tree with his 
ax in order to drive the handle farther into 
th e iron. 
“ I ’ll tell you the whole trouble, Judge,” 
said the young fellow, “that m an there 
(pointing to the good-looking foreman of 
the ran ch I, is also in love with the girl, and 
that's where the whole kick comes from ! ” 
The witnesses were dismissed, and the 
doctors and the Judge, after a brief consulta­ 
tion, told Hazlewood to go his way.

was advised, however, to give the Yolo 
ranch a wide berth, and to sm other his 
love for the wealthy maiden of whom he 
had been enamored, as it was evident he 
was not the object of her affection.

Or the T ransm igrated Soul of Som e Cali­ 
fornia Statesm an. 
“The Roman Senate, when within 
The city walls an owl was seen, 
l>id cause their clergy, with lustrations 
The round-faced prodigy t’ avert, 
From doing town or country hurt.” 
It has been generally supposed that the 
members of the last Legislature had left 
the Capital City for their homes long ago, 
but such is not the case. One still rem ains 
—a solitary occupant of the Assembly 
Chamber; or, rather, it is his soul that con­ 
tinues to haunt that now silent hall, whose 
lofty recesses erstw hile echoed back the 
mighty eloquence of the San Francisco 
Demosthenes, Jack McCarty. Pythagoras 
of old held that the hum an soul was capa­ 
ble of transm igration from its hum an 
abode to that of the beast of the field or the 
bird of the air. and some m em ber of the 
last Assembly has shown that Pvth. knew 
w hat he was talking about, for he (or 
rather his soul) has taken possession of a 
big. white owl—tne bird of wisdom—and 
established itself on the sum m it of the 
cranium of the Goddess of Liberty, whose 
patent stone statue looks down "serenely 
from its lofty perch in a niche on the high 
eastern wall of the chamber. 
“ O thou precious owl I 
The wise Minerva’s only fowl 1” 
It may be the spirit of " Dad ” Brierly, 
as the once portly form of that statesman 
was yesterday seen wandering aimlessly 
about the streets of the Capital City, with a 
m arked falling off in rotundity indicative 
of the loss of a soul (or a week's square 
meals). The only drawback to this theory 
is that this owl is wofully silent, while the 
Los Angeles statesm an is nothing if not 
loquacious. B ut the presence here of the 
owl and of Brierly at the same time, taken 
in connection with the sym ptom s noted in 
the physical aspect ot the former, leads to 
the belief that the silent bird of wisdom 
represents the ethereal nature of the Boom 
City law maker. At all events, there the 
ow l—“ that nightly hoots and wonders at 
our quaint Epirits ”—sits aud sits, in con­ 
templative mood, scorning both food and 
drink, and eyeing with apparent suspicion 
every wandering intruder upon its solitude.

D R A IN A G E CLAIMS. 


T h e L ast o f T h em A llow ed bv th e S tate 
B o ard of E x am in ers. 
The State Board of Exam iners has al­ 
lowed the claims incurred under the Act to 
prom ote drainage, and which were left un ­ 
audited by the Drainage Commissioners 
when the Supreme Court decided that the 
law under which they were acting was un­ 
constitutional. 
The late Legislature provided for an ap­ 
propriation of some $S0,000 to meet these 
unaudited claims, and when the Controller 
draws his w arrants for the paym ent of the 
same the drainage claims will be a thing of 
the past.

The Supreme Court re­ 
cently decided, in the case of Callahan vs. 
Dunn, which it has been held involved the 
legality of the Craddock claim, that the 
State was not authorized to pay this class 
of claims. 
Judge Craddock now contends that his 
dem and comes w ithin the Act providing 
for the paym ent of unaudited claims. The 
Board of Exam iners has the m atter under 
advisement.

A N O T H E R B A IL R O A D 


F ro m 
S a n ta lto s a to 
S e b a sto p o l a n d 
T h ro u g h G re e n V alley . 
Santa Rosa, A pril 24th.—Colonel Ilnna- 
hne, Chief Engineer Delsen, General Man­ 
ager W hitings and other N orth Pacific 
Railroad officials, together with a corps of 
surveyors, have been in Santa Rosa fre­ 
quently for tbe last two m onths. 
Their 
business has been connected with the Se­ 
bastopol road, which will be constructed 
soon. The result of their work may he 
thus stated : Two surveys have been made 
and the 
route finally determined, and 
nearly all of the right of wav has been se­ 
cured. Suits will im m ediately be brought 
to condemn the necessary property which 
cannot otherwise be obtained. The line 
will start from tbe depot in this city and 
will follow to a considerable extent the 
direction of tbe Sebastapol wagon road, 
avoiding tbe curves. 
The depot site in 
Sebastopol has not yet been located. The 
road will continue from Sebastopol north­ 
ward, through Green Valley, past Forest- 
ville and intersect the Guerneville branch 
at Green Valley. 
T hisjuuction has long been in Colonel 
Donahue’s and the company’s miuds, and 
they have regretted theG urnerville Branch 
was not at first built on this route. The 
road through Green Valley is expected to 
be made a profitable part of the line. The 
large orchard and vineyard product of that 
section is sufficient to furnish freight bus­ 
iness for a railroad in the harvest season, 
and there is on the slope from the Coast 
Range m ountains a body of tim ber that it 
will take years to cat, which has heretofore 
been lett untouched, on account of the up ­ 
hill hauling necessary to reach the narrow- 
gauge line at Occidental, but which will 
find an easy route to m arket over the Green 
Valley road. T hat section is thickly pop­ 
ulated. and in connection with the towns 
of Sebastopol and Forestville w ill also 
give quite a large passenger business to the 
new road. The grading will begin at this 
city. 
The iron for the road has been con­ 
tracted for, and as soon as a sufficient 
quantity is received the work will be be­ 
gun so that the entire line m ay be laid 
w ith a rush.

A D ru g g ist S ells P o iso n W ith o u t a P ro p e r 
L a b e l. 
San F rancisco, April 24th.—Some time 
ago the infant daughter of H . H. Standish 
was quite sick. Dr. Daly, a friend of the 
family, gave the baby medicine from a 
bottle he had in his pocket. On the bottle 
was a label on which was written, “ Mer. 
Cor. Sub.’’ W hen it was all used the father 
thinking the label indicated what tbe med­ 
icine was, a harm less m ixture, took it to 
Dogald M cM illan’s drugstore, who refilled 
it with mercury (corrosive sublim ate), and 
the father thinking that was what be had 
previously given the infant, gave her a 
dose, causing her death. 
He sued the druggist in a Justice Court 
and recovered $100. 
An appeal was taken 
and to-day Judge H unt affirmed the judg­ 
m ent. During the trial a num ber of drug­ 
gists testified they would give a person 
w ithout a perscription mercury, if they de­ 
clared they came from a physician. The 
Judge commented stroDglv on such con­ 
duct, and censured druggists for not obey­ 
ing the law which declares that poisons 
sold m ust be so m arked. 
H e said in this 
case, if it had been so marked, the father 
would have been put on his guard, and tbe 
child's life would not have been sacrificed. 


S U IC ID E D . 


A M an o f W e a lth in a F it o f D espond* 
e n c y K ills H im se lf. 
S eattle (W . T ), April 24th.—Austin A. 
Bell, a prom inent and wealthy citizen of 
Seattle, suicided in his office this m orning 
by shooting him self in tbe head with a re­ 
volver. Bell had left home as usual in the 
m orning ami began the disposal of the 
business of the day in his customary m an­ 
ner. 
About 10 o'clock his partner and 
brother-in-law, W illiam Coffman, stepped 
out of the office and across the street. Bell 
then arose, locked the door, and sitting 
down wrote a very affectionate letter to his 
wife, stating that his long ill-health bad 
determined him to end his misery by 
death. 
Then arising, he steadied him ­ 
self with 
his 
left hand against the 
safe and with the right placed the revolver 
against his head and fired. The bullet 
crashed through his head and struck tbe 
opposite wall. Bell fell over backward and 
lay stretched out on the 11 ior with the re­ 
volver clutched in his hand across his 
breast. 
Persons outside who heard the 
shot broke open the door, but arrived only 
to find life almost totally extinct. Bell is 
estimated to have been worth at least 
$250,000. 
He was born in Seattle 35 years 
ago, and was widely known throughout tbe 
northwest. Belltown took its name from 
his father. 
He has but recently returned 
from an extended trip East in search of 
health. Coming back much improved he 
began extensive im provem ent on his prop­ 
erly. H e killed him self no doubt in a tit 
of despondency.

Los Angeles, April 2 4 th —Mr. and Mrs. 
John Titsworth, of Inglewood, yesterday 
afternoon met with a horrible late.

Mrs. Titsworth began to pre­ 
pare luncheon yesterday and lighted a gas­ 
oline stove which she used. An explosion 
occurred, and in a second she was wrapped 
in flames. 
Her screams attracted tbe at­ 
tention of her husband, who rushed to her 
help, but he, too, was immediately envel­ 
oped in the terrible blaze, and the house 
was by this tim e doomed also. The shriek­ 
ing. agonized couple managed to get as far 
as the hall door, but could walk no further 
and only got out of the house by rolling 
their roasted bodies down the steps, where 
neighbors picked them up and carried 
them off.
